EXCESSIVE FUNERAL POMP, 
[From Renpga’s Tour through Germany.) 


A Burial, including the mourning for she whole houfe- 
hold and relations, formerly ofien amounted (according to 
the rank and mobility of the family) to feveral thoufand 
guilders, and thofe of lefs rank to feveral hundreds, At 
Francfort, in particular, funerals have been conduéted with 
anuncommon degree of expenfive folemnity, Several men, 
clothed in black cloaks, with 20 appendage of a black 
veil of aboutthree yards long, forming a train behind, and 
{weeping the ground, were employed for the {pace of three 
days to invite about one hundred and fifty, or two hund- 
red mourners, to walk in proceflion after the coffin, All 
the family, relations, and friends of the deceafed in the 
fame drefs, with each a lemon in his hand, accompanied 
the corpfe in fo many moorning coaches, The bier was 
carried by twelve perfons, who in their way to the church- 
yard, according to Use diftaace, ftopped at imtervals in the 

firect, and uncovered the coffin, to expofe the face 
of the deceafed. A band of fingers, three days preceding 
the burial, affembled io the fireets before the houfe, chaut- 
ing for an hour a folemo dirge, Whenthe corpfe was 
carried to the ground, the fingers followed in a coach, and 
chanted round the grave, The crucifix was at all funerale 
carried before the corpfe. without any regard to the partic. 
ular religion of the decealed, Thatof a sobleman was con- 
dufted in the fame manner, but with far greater pomp, 
It commenced in the night time at eleven o'clock, and all 
the mourners and chorifters, amounting to leveral hundreds, 
with each a double torch in his hands, preceded the 
corple,

ing, none of which they ever returned---Afier they hed 
taken every thing from us, they fent us on fhore, ap to 
the city of Conception, where we were confined in pri- 
fon up to the 19th of February---we were then ordeicd 
down to the port for the purpofe of feadiag us to Valpari- 
fo. Onthe coth of February, 1802, the captain, with 
part of the officers, was fent on board the La Jupiter, @ 
Spanifh frigate---the remainder was fent on board the Mi- 
antinomo, which was manoed with Spaniards, and the firlt 
lieutenant of the La Jupiter, as prize matter, The fame 
afiernoon we got underway and left this port for Valpari- 
fo, where we arrived on the agth inft---we were then ta- 
ken out of the fhip and fent to the Caftle of St. Jofeph. 
After we had been here confieed for about two months 
we were told by the commandant of the port tha we had 
liberty to leave the country. While we remained in the 
port we faw the American flag on board the Miantinomo 
hoifted union down under the Spanith colors. On the ad 
of May we left the port of Valparifo for Lima, where we 
arrived on the 2g of the fame month.---Here we remain- 
ed until she gift of July, 1802; at which time there 
being two American whalemen sbout to leare the coalt 
for Brittol, captain Swaine and two officers took paffoge 
in one of them for that port. 

The place where captain Swain was kept confined in 
Conception, was 2 fail room built of mud and clay, with 
one {mall window in it withiron grates: be was never al- 
lowed to walk out to take the air, a thiog fo neceffary in 
this warm climate, efpecially to men worn down, with 
fatigue and misfortunes.---The confequence might have 
been fatalto fome of us had we remaioed in confinement 
much longer, The crew of the fhip were treated much 
worfe, being thrown into prifon with a number of convitts 
and murderers, and na allowed to come out.---In this 
prifou they had to cook, &&c, ; and thought themfelves 
fortunate if they pafied the day without being beaten
